
the sight that affected us most was that 
of so many of the head boards having 
on them the word “Unknown!” Ahl 
how* painfully suggestive is that word ! 

On leaving the Cemetery, we returned 
to the hotel, and were introduced to Judge 
Trigg and wife, and to the “only living 
ex-President of the United States,” a no 
less personage than Andrew Johnson hi m- 
self. “Andy” sat at the banquet furnish¬ 
ed by the citizens ot Knoxville. 
We were welcomed to the city by 
Col. Henderson, and Mr. Pease made 
a fitting response. Mr. Johnson, in re¬ 
sponse to a call for a speech, expressed 
satisfaction at the prospect of the people 
returning to their former regard for the 
Constitution. He thanked God that al¬ 
though he had been identified with out! 
of the political parties #f the country, ho 
was not a partisan in politics, nor a sec¬ 
tarian in religion. He thought the time 
had come when parties, cliques and rings 
should be made subservient to the coun¬ 
try, and not the opposite. He closed 
with a protestation of fidelity to the Con¬ 
stitution of the country. 

The ex-President is a fine-looking man, 
and has . a strong, vigorous intellect as 
well as a strong, vigorous body. 

We were hurried from the banqueting 
hall to witness a dress parade by the boys 
at the State University and Agricultu¬ 
ral College. They acquitted themselves 
very creditably, and showed a knowl¬ 
edge of military tactics beyond their 
years. From the College wo drove down 
the river and thence to Fort Sanders, 
which was the scene of a bloody battle 
between the Jn'fiiIeS~'bf Gen. Bunwido 
and G*n. Tion g&trp.qt, Fort S anders was 
an earthwork, and is still standing just 
as at the time of the battle, except that 
the elements have worn away its walls 
somewhat. Col. N. C Goulding, whe 
accompanied our party on its travels 
from Birmingham, participated in that 
battle, and at the urgent solicitation of 
all, gave a history of it, our party stand¬ 
ing upon the ramparts which were the 
scene of the bloody affray. He gave a 
brief history of the campaign that pre¬ 
ceded the battle, and then told how the 
Confederate army at the early dawn of a 
December moi’ning, attempted to storm 
the work and capture Knoxville. In 
front of the fort Burnside had caused 
telegraph wire to be stretched from stumps 
and stakes. The Confederates knowing 
nothing of this, rushed forward only to 
be tripped up by the wire. The first 
line went down, and those following 
went pell mell over it. While the rebel

swearand flourish the raw-hide, then curse 
somebody else because “niggers won’t 
work.” While on the boat I saw negroes 
unloading friegkt, with a white man 
standing near cursing with every breath, 
and snapping a whip among them as 
though he longed to break their bones.

Who pities a man North who has 
so much land he can’t get it worked, and 
so has not ready money for the tax-col¬ 
lector 1 The remedy there, will apply 
here. Taking the darker cases; the 
burden of debt was rolled up before this 
“malignant government, taxed them so 
severely, and whose, fault is it that the 
role of “gentleman of leisure” Las" not 
filled their purses since. Do Northern 
men in debt expect to escape the conse¬ 
quences, and do we hold them up as ob¬ 
jects of pity, even if they lose their prop¬ 
erty 1 What a terrible thing it would 
be for some of these men to have acre 
after acre sold from them to pay taxes, 
until they had only two hundred acres 
left, and lightened taxes.

With the same prudence he 
could save three times as much on the 
same amount of land as you can, and af¬ 
ter hoeing his fields once or twice, he 
can take care of them himself, unless he 
is too lazy to hold the cultivator.

Washington, D. C., May 30,1874. 

We left Chattanooga at 5:30 a. m., 
May 28, and rode 110 miles through a 
fine farming country to Knoxville.

of signs, and was sure they never hurt 
any one—they were the natural language 
of the deaf-mute, and he wanted to see 
them continued and used intelligently 
and wisely ; he would not have them 
abused. He gave several illustrations 
of his system of methodical signs and in 
so doing exhausted the time allowed him 
to speak. But upon vote, the Conven¬ 
tion permitted him to proceed. 

Mr. Cooke, of New York did not de¬ 
ny that signs in the past had done a 
great deal to elevate and instruct the 
deaf; but they had done all they could ; 
their force was spent, and it was highly 
proper and time that those theories which 
had in them some semblance of sense 
should be put to the test, and an effort 
mad'e to go beyond the point that signs 
had reached. 

When miscellaneous business of the 
evening was called up, Mr. Seliney, of 
New York, wished to read a paper on 
Literature for the deaf, &c., but time 
pressing, it was notread but was referred 
to tho Executive Committee and ordered 
in the proceedings. 

Mr. E. G. Valentine, of Indiana, moved 
that a Committee be appointed to exam¬ 
ine text books presented to them, and to 
report such as received their sanction at 
the next Convention. 

The resolution passed, and Messrs. 
Valentine and Hammond, of Indiana, 
and Swiler, of Illinois, were appointed 
such committee. 

Mr. Wilkinson, of California, moved 
that Dr. Peet and Dr. Thomas Gallau¬ 
det be appointed a committee to devise 
short but comprehensive signs for such 
words in common use as we now have 
no suitable gesture for, and that princi¬ 
pals of institutions be requested to for¬ 
ward from time to time to the committee 
a list of such words as they meet in ex¬ 
perience. 

Mr. Syle, of New York, one of the 
staunchest supporters cf Mr. Cooke’s res¬ 
olution, obtained the floor and seconded 
Mr. Wilkinsou’s motion, saying he was 
only too happy to second it and to see 
men who were bigoted to the sign language 
admitting that it needed improvement, 
and acknowledging the dependence of 
signs upon words. 

This was an excellent hit from the mi¬ 
nority ; it came at a time least expected, 
and brought down the house. 

Mr. Henry W. Syle, Secretary of the 
Clerc Memorial Union read a letter stat¬ 
ing that ^lie memorial would be dedica- 
at the American Asylum, Hartford, on 
the second day of September and ex¬ 
tended an invitation to the members to 
be present at the exercises. 

Mr. Palmer, of Belleville, called theat- 
tention of the Convention to the text 
books on exhibition in the museum, and 
took the opportunity to explain the ar¬ 
rangements for the excursion and picnic 
on Monday to Picton, a nice little Cana¬ 
dian town about forty miles up the Bay.

SUNDAY SERVICES. 

Tho Convention met at ten in the 
morningand Mr. Bartlett, of Connecticut, 
led the service which was a model one 
and illustrative of the the Sunday ser¬ 
vices at Hartford, but there was but lit¬ 
tle in it to distinguish it from the order 
pursued In other institutions. Mr. 
Bartlett preached an interesting and 
spirited sermon, taking for his 
subject the providence of God as 
exercised in behalf of the deaf auddumb. 
At the opening the audience all rose and 
repeated after the preacher in the man¬ 
ual aI]>habttI 7 _Ll-ua w-al 1 - knnw u. : 

Praise God from whom all blessings flow, 

Praise him all creatures here below,— 

Praise him above, ye heavenly host, 

Praise Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 

After the service the principals in turn 
and in the order of the age of their in¬ 
stitutions, related to the Convention the 
manner in which the Sabbath was ob¬ 
served at their respective schools. 

In the afternoon Rev. Mr. Gallaudet 
held service at St. Thomas Church, Belle¬ 
ville, and there was a large attendance. 

In the eveningat eight o’clock, a model 
service was conducted by Dr. Peet and 
President Gallaudet, to examplify the 
custom of Sunday afternoon services at 
the New York Institution. Dr. Peet 
repeated the form and President Gallau¬ 
det delivered the lecture which was short 
but very interesting. When this was 
concluded memorials were read on the life 
and labors of Dr. IT. P. Peet, Rev. Col¬ 
lins Stone and Prof. John R. Burnet, 
and fitting resolutions of respect were 


Fourth Day. 

( Continued from our last.) 

Dr. E. M. Gallaudet, of Washington, 
addressed the Convention on “Deaf- 
Mutism,” briefly presenting to the dele¬ 
gates some suggestions on the matter. 
He referred especially to the conse¬ 
quences of deaf-mutism, or those condi¬ 
tions of a social nature which spring 
up from deaf-mutism. There is mental 
and moral and social deaf-mutism. 
Teachers were to meet the deaf-mutism 
of the mental powers till it had been 
conquered. It remains there very 
often for years in consequence of the 
physical disability. The deficiency 
arose from a lack of language, the to¬ 
tally ignorant deaf-mute child being con¬ 
sidered one who did not understand even 
signs. Then if he learns the sign lan¬ 
guage and gets a good education at home 
he will have the mark of deaf-mutism 
strongly upon him. It was needful to 
know how far the teacher might expect 
to remove this lack of language. If a 
perfect vocal language could be given, 
then his mental deaf-mutism would be 
at an end. A description of the Ameri¬ 
can system of instruction was then given. 
The great object of teachers, the speaker 
said, should be to remove this natural 
deaf-mutism. A deaf-mute ought not to 
be mentally afflicted and owing his phy¬ 
sical misfortune under a good state of 
education. 

The practice of deaf-mutes of associa¬ 
ting only with those similarly afflicted, 
tended greatly to produce social deaf- 
mutism. They should go out among 
hearing and speaking people and they 
would find they were unmutising them¬ 
selves and would find the greatest pleas¬ 
ure in being in the company of those 
who were bleBsed with the powers of hear¬ 
ing and speech. President G. referred 
to an incident occurring on his way to 
the Convention to Bhow how deaf-mutes 
as a rule associated only with deaf-mutes. 
He did not approve of their using deaf- 
mute newspapers in preference to those 
read and used by ordinary people. In 
the National Deaf-Mute College he knew 
several congenital deaf-mutes who had 
been thoroughly “un-deaf-mutised.” 
From some cause or other deaf-mutes la¬ 
bored under a great disability in using 
text books. They gave evidence that 
they had not been trained to rely upon 
information obtained from books. This 
was especially noticeable in the study of 
mathematics, the pupils being apparently 
taught this science by signs. President 
Gallaudet urged in the interest of the 
higher education of the deaf and dumb, 
increased efforts on the part of teachers 
of precision in the instruction of their 
scholars. 

Mr. Wing, a deaf-mute of Minnesota, 
read a paper on physiological peculiarities 
of deafness. The paper was read by Dr. 
Peet. Mr. Wing exhibited a curious 
kind of ear trumpet, like the “rose” of a 
watering can, having holes in the bottom. 
A bent tube is attached the end of which 
is put into the ear, the sound going 
through the holes at the other end. 

A. Graham Bell, of Boston, and Mr. 
Greenberger, of New York, made obser¬ 
vations on the same subject. 

Several resolutions relating to the bus¬ 
iness of the Convention and the publica¬ 
tion of the proceedings were put and 
carried. Mr. Hutton, of Halifax, was 
by special resolution directed to furnish 
for the Annals, such exposition as might 
seem to him desirable of the scheme of 
————— proposed bj bib father, the 
late Mr. George Hutton. 

Mr. Hutton read a paper on articula¬ 
tion, it being a description pf the method 
pursued by the late Mr. Duncan Ander¬ 
son in teaching articulation. False ton¬ 
gues wej-e obtained made of plaster of 
Paris, colored red, in different positions 
to represent each letter. Mr. Anderson 
also had pictures illustrating the differ¬ 
ent positions of the tongue and combined 
with the model tongue the deaf and 
dumb pupil could easily see the position 
in which the natural tongue should be 
placed when pronouncing each letter. A 
skull was also used for illustrating the 
pronunciation of each letter. 

A resolution was presented and car¬ 
ried by Mr. Fay, of Ohio, limiting the 
length of papers at future conventions. 

Mr. Bell, of Boston, referred to George 
Dalgarno’s alphabet which he used in 
his institution, as a means of communi-
